MINUTE ORDER: For the reasons stated on the record at the May 2, 2019 heal ing, it 
is hereby ORDERED that Defendant’s motion for summary judgment, Dkt. 97 , is 
DENT E D and Plaintiffs' cross-motion for summary judgment, Dkt. 99 , is 
GRANTED in part and DENT E D in part.

following with respect to the fully-briefed cross-motions for summary judgment: 


With respect to the 36 file numbers at issue, Defendant shall review Plaintiffs' list of 
purportedly acknowledged file numbers, Dkt. [99-1], and, upon receipt of evidence 
substantiating any such acknowledgment, shall disclose any identical file numbers 
withheld in this litigation. With respect to the FBI's withholdings of any remaining file 
numbers under FOIA Exemption 7(E) and Exemption 3, the FBI's motion is DENIED. 
The FBI may renew its motion pursuant to the schedule for further briefing outlined 
below and shall, at that time, provide the Court with additional factual and legal 
support for those withholdings and may, if necessary, seek leave to file a supporting 
declaration ex parte and in camera. Plaintiffs' motion for summary judgment is 
GRANTED as to segregability of the NSC and Stein records at issue, and it is, 
accordingly, ORDERED that the FBI shall segregate and disclose non-exempt 
portions of those records.
